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CFG Members Get Update on Road 
Changes, Hear Report on Radon Gas

At their January 28 meet¬ 
ing, the members of Citiz¬ 
ens for Greenbelt (CFG) 
heard updates on several 
zoning and transportation 
issues as well as a report 
on radon gas. The featur¬ 
ed speaker was Larry Hill, 
a Park Design Supervisor 
with the Maryland Nation¬ 
al Capital Park and Plan¬ 
ning Commission. He dis¬ 
cussed how the Commission 
designs and develops parks. 

Solange Hess, cihair of the 
Health and Safety Committee of 
CPG, reported on radon gas, the 
naturally occurring radioactive 
gas that has been linked to in¬ 
creased incidence of lung cancer. 
She reported that random samp- 
lings conducted by Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. have detected no 
appreciable levels of radon gas. 

County Councilmember Rich¬ 
ard Castaldi said that test re-' 
suits he has received indicate 
that there is little danger in the 
county. He said that radon gen¬ 
erally occurs where rock strata 
are near the surface, a situation 
occurring mostly west of Green¬ 
belt. Hess said that tihe Envi- 
ronmental Prirtection Agency 
can provide the names of firms 
conducting tests for radon gas. 

Ruth Kastner reported on re¬ 
cent Advisory Planning Board 
meetings. She described the road 
changes to Crescent, Ridge and 
Mandan Roads currently being 
reviewed by the city. Under 
these proposals, all on the coun¬ 
ty road projects list but not cur¬ 
rently funded. Crescent Road 


would be shifted to intersect 
with Kenilworth Avenue across 
frotn the Capital Office Park en¬ 
trance, Ridge would be extended 
to intersect with Kenilworth Av¬ 
enue across from Cherrywood 
Lane (after its extension to 
Kenilworth), and Mandan Road 
would be extended to Brae Brook 
Drive. 

Kastner said she was concern¬ 
ed that these changes would in¬ 
crease the traffic cutting through 
the city on Crescent to Green¬ 
belt Road. 

Kastner said that APB has 
also heard a proposal for a new 
restaurant to be located in the 
Greenway Center parking lot. 
She said that APB liked the re»- 
taurant’s concept but was con¬ 
cerned about traffic flow. 

Impact Fee 

Castaldi discussed the recent 
proposal to impose an impact 
fee on new developments in rap¬ 
idly developing areas such as 
Greenbelt. He was **not thrilled” 
with the idea, he said, because of 
drawbacks such as limitations on 
ibe size of the area in which a 
development's contribution to 
traffic could be measured, as 
well as the exclusion of cross¬ 
county traffic from the calcula¬ 
tions. 

Castaldi urged CPG and its 
members to develop networks 
with similar groups throughout 
the county to better influence 
legislation and zoning decisions. 
He stressed as important that 
such a network s'hould pick its 
battles carefully. 

Zoning Committee Chair Bar¬ 
ry Schlesinger lamented the re¬ 
cent practice by Greenbelt East 
residents in holding discussions 


with developers in ‘"small pri¬ 
vate meetings.'’ He said that 
activists are unable to attend all 
of these meetings, and that the 
residents themselves do not have 
the benefit of resources of the 
city staff, as they would have 
at council meetings. 

Greenbelt East resident Dor¬ 
othy Pyles said that although 
the meetings may not be attend¬ 
ed by hordes, those attending 
represent many more. She said 
that Greenbelt East residents 
support the projects of those 
elsewhere in the city, so that 
other city residents should not 
“belittle our little meetings.” 

Transportation Committee co¬ 
chairs Doug Love and Irene 
Hensel described the planned im¬ 
provements to the intersection 
of the Baltimore Washington 
Parkway and Greenbelt Road. 
One main concern was the relo¬ 
cation of the on/off ramps for 
the northbound Parkway from 
the present location across from 
Greenway Center further north, 
to intersect near the El Tori- 
tos restaurant. Love was con¬ 
cerned that this would route too 
much traffic along the driveway 
into Greenway Center from Han¬ 
over Parkway. 

Love also questioned the city’s 
request to change the merge 
pattern from Southway onto 
Greenbelt Road so that the 
merge would be completed be¬ 
fore the entrance to University 
Square and tne Armory. Schles¬ 
inger disagreed, saying that few 
merging vehicles obey the yield 
sign, making it difficult for 
Greenbelt Road traffic to turn 
safely into the apartment com¬ 
plex. 


Use of Genetically Altered Bacteria to Fight 
Corn Borers May be Tested at BARC

An explanation of the 
proposed test that will uti¬ 
lize the new technology of 
genetic engineering was gi¬ 
ven to a subdued audience at 
a public hearing on Thurs¬ 
day, January 14 at High 
Point High School. Scien¬ 
tists from the Beltsville Ag¬ 
ricultural Research Center 
(BARC) and officials from 
Crop Genetics International 
patiently explained the pro¬ 
posed test and fielded ques¬ 
tions. 

TOe test would use an organ¬ 
ism that is genetically altered 
and inject it by hand into young 
corn plants growing on <a test 
plot in BARC this spring. The 
purpose of the test is to find a 
way to defend corn planto a- 
gainst the European com borer 
caterpillar. This would be one 
of the first outdoor testa in the 


United States using the new 
technology which has raised 
much controversy in the past. 

The scientists would insert the 
gene from i?he bacteria Bacillus 
thuringlensis (Bt) that produces 
a protein, that is toxic to in¬ 
sects, into a plant-dwelling bac¬ 
terium called an endophyte. Bt 
is widely used for the control 
of insect pests and is considered 
safe to humans. The hope is that 
the com borer would ingest the 
Bt when it ate the com and 
be killed. 

The Agricultural Research 
Service and Crop Genetics In¬ 
ternational (CGI) have signed 
an agreement to study this new 
way to control the com borer. 
CGI has discovered this new 
technique, and the Agricultural 
Research Service will do further 
testing both indoors and out in 
the field. 

Before the tests can be done 
several federal agencies, such as 
the Environmental Protection 


Agency, must approve the test 
and the test must comply with 
several sets of federal laws. 

Audience Questions 
An aide from Co‘ gros^man 
Steny Hover’s office, John 

the audience that Hoy- 
cr’s office would answer any 
questions his constituents might 
have. He said that CGI was in 
the process of going through the 
needed regulatory steps. 

An aide of County Council¬ 
man James Herl (New Carroll¬ 
ton) asked what the worst case 
scenario was for the outdoor ex¬ 
periment using such a new 
method, Peter Carlson, vice 
president for research at CGI, 
joked that the wont problem 
would be if it would not hurt the 
com borer. In a more serious 
vein the audience was assured 
that the potential for movement 
of the organism off the test plot 
was “near zero” and in any case 
numerous precautions would be 
taken.

Weidenfeld Charges Isaacs 
With Breaking Council Rules

On a “point of personal privilege,” Mayor Gil Weiden¬ 
feld strongly rebuked Mayor pro tern Joseph Isaacs at Mon¬ 
day’s council meeting for remarks in a statement Isaacs 
read at the council meeting two weeks before. Accusing 
Isaacs of “blatant violation” of the council’s rule against 
personal criticism of fellow council members, Weidenfeld 
charged that Isaacs, in his staement, had attacked him and 
two other council members. He said he took “strong ex¬ 
ception to Mr. Isaac’s flagrant abuse of council privileges 
to make false and oifensive accusations about me at this 
council table.” 


The statement which Isaacs 
read at the February 8 meeting 
strongly criticized Weidenfeld 
and coundlmembers Edward Pu- 
tens and Antoinette Bram for 
not deferring an agenda item at 
the January 28 meeting, Isaacs, 
who had been called out of town 
on business, had asked that the 
vote be postponed until Febru¬ 
ary 8. 

The agenda item referred to 
was the approval of amending 
the covenants attached to Smith- 
Ewing Lot 2 to permit the con¬ 
struction of an office building. 
The covenants originally put on 
the land would have permitted 
only the construction of a cor¬ 
porate suite hotel. After debat¬ 
ing the matter at several earlier 
meetings, the council voted 3 to 
1 at the January 28 meeting to 
amend the covenants. Council- 
member Thoanas X. White voted 
against the proposal; Weidenfeld, 
Bram and Putens voted to ap¬ 
prove the office construction. 

On February 8, Isaacs read a 
lengthy, prepared statement in 
which he questioned why the 
council needed “to move so pre¬ 
cipitously” on the approval. He 
said . I must express my 

anger and disappointment that 
Mr. Weidenfeld, Mr. Putens, and 
Mrs. Bram could be so presump¬ 
tuous as to think that, because 
I was in attendance at a previ¬ 
ous discussion of the issue . . 

I needn’t be there in the final 
analysis — despite my written 
request to defer action.” Later 
in the statement, Isaacs said. 
“It would not be difficult for the 
public to perceive that a pre¬ 
disposed position was pushed 
through in the absence of a Coun¬ 
cilmember who held a differing 
perspective, and without the ben¬ 
efit of full and open discussion.” 
Isaacs said he was “deeply dis¬ 
mayed (as were many citizens 
who called me) by the behavior 
of my colleagues.” 


At Monday night’s meeting, 
Weidenfeld quoted from the 
council’s rules of procedure 
which specify that a member of 
council “shall confine comments 
to the question under debate, 
avoid personalities, and refrain 
from impugning the motives of 
any other member’s argument or 
vote.” 

Weidenfeld, noting that this 
was the first time in his 16 
years on the council that he had 
raised a point of personal privi¬ 
lege, said he felt that Isaacs’ 
remarks impugned the motives 
of the three members and that 
he regarded them as a “personal 
affront.” He pointed out that 
the purpose of the council rules 
See CHARGES, page 4, ccd-.

confined in or restricted to an 
institution. 

Although the application must 
be made in writing and bear the 
voter's signature, there is no re¬ 
quirement of a notarized oath or 
for a physician’s certificate.

If the possibility of problems 
is so low, why are all these pre¬ 
cautions being taken, queried a 
citizen. John Henry, chairman 
of the board of CGI, answered 
that they are complying with 
federal regulations. These, he 
noted, reflect experience with 
pesticides. By changing one 
gene, he said, the characteristics 
of the whole organism are not 
changed. 

Doctor Waldemar Klassen, di¬ 
rector of BARC, added that 
there are no 100% guarantees 
in life so it is needful to use 
containment barriers to find out 
for sure that the altered organ¬ 
ism does not move around in 
the environment. 

Another citizen asked why 
people are afraid of the test¬ 
ing of genetically altered organ¬ 
isms. Klassen explained that one 
cannot start with the assump¬ 
tion that there is nothing wrong 
with a new technology or pro¬ 
duct. He cited the example of 
the pesticide DDT: it was seen 
as a w'onder chemical when it 
was introduced, but later its 
harmful effects were discovered. 

Several people asked if the 
organism would affect wildlife. 
The response was that a fence 
around the plot will keep out an¬ 
imals such as deer and rabbits. 
If birds ate the caterpillars or 
parts of the com plant contain¬ 
ing the newly created organ¬ 
ism they could easily digest the 
Bt toxin. 

Berry said many concerned 
citizens asked if the endophyte 
could get into com kernels in 
which case humans would eat it. 
He was told that the organism 
is not transferred into the seed 
tissue. 


Farther Details 
H needed federal approval is 
received, the test will, take 


place in mid-June. Corn plants 
sown in May will be injected by 
hand with the altered organ¬ 
isms. The test will take plact 
on a 1.5 acre plot about 14 mile 
north of Powder Mill Road and 
Entomology Road and the Bal- 
timore-Washington Parkway, 

The corn will be grown in pat¬ 
ches. Around the area where the 
corn will be grown will be a fal¬ 
low area, where herbicides will 
kill off all plants to insure that 
the organisms cannot spread. 
This area will be tested period¬ 
ically just to make sure. Around 
the fallow area will be plants 
grown to trap any of the organ¬ 
isms if they should possibly es¬ 
cape. And around the whole plot 
will be a fence. The workers will 
wear protective clothing on site. 
A total of two fluid ounces will 
be used on the test. 

When it is a caterpillar, the 
European com borer eats into 
corn stalks and ears. It costa 
American farmers more than 
$400 million a year in damage 
and pesticide costs. The best con¬ 
trol measure is plowing down to 
the ground to dear away com 
debris, Klassen said. However, 
this leads to soil erosion. 

CGI, said Henry, hopes to find 
an alternative to pesticides in 
controlling the com borer. CGI 
believes it has found that meth¬ 
od by taking genetic material 
from Bt and using genetic en¬ 
gineering to combine it with the 
bacterium (endophyte) found in 
Bermuda grass. The resulting 
new organism could be introduc¬ 
ed into the corn plant and mul¬ 
tiply. It is hoped its presence 
would kill any com borer that 
ate the corn plant. 

The Bt bacteria was chosen 
because it is currently used as 
a pesticide, but is considered to¬ 
tally harmless to humans and 
animals. It occurs naturally m 


Md. Renters^ Tax Credit 
Applications Announced 

The State of Maryland offers 
a Renters* Tax Credit Program 
for renters age 60 and over or 
those 100% disabled, according 
to the Maryland Department of 
Assessments and Taxation. Eli¬ 
gible renters can receive a tax 
credit or direct check payment 
of up to $500 a year based upon 
a camparison of the applicant’s 
income and the amount of “as- 
sumed^^ , property taxes in the 
person’s monthly rent. 

Persons must apply each year 
in order to receive this crei't. 
The current application filing 
deadline is July L 1088. Eligible 
applicants will receive payment 
by direct check from the St it 3 
of Maryland. When completing 
t'xe 1988 Renters’ Tax Credit ap¬ 
plication form, the applicant 
must attach a photocopy of his 
or her 1987 Federal income tax 
return if one was filed. The ap¬ 
plication form explains the in¬ 
come guidelines and the other 
eligibility requirements.

soils throughout the world. 
However the need to use seven 
to 15 pounds of Bt per acre 
makes it uneconomical to use on 
a large scale. 

The endophyte does not sur¬ 
vive outside the plant for long, 
according to tests. 

Several previous outdoor tests 
of genetically engineered or¬ 
ganisms created controversy 
partly because they were done 
with much secrecy and also be¬ 
cause the altered organisms 
were outside the plants, .

In Feb. 14 Marathon

Over 200 runners signed up 
for a 26,2 mile marathon on a 
newly designed course starting 
at NASA Recreation Center and 
winding through the Beltsville 
Agricultural Center on Sunday, 
February 14, This marathon was 
conducted by the DC Roadrun- 
ners Club, mainly Greenbelters. 

Rose Malloy, 39, from Annap¬ 
olis broke the 1981 record for 
this marathon by an 8 minute 
margin with her 2:53:29 time. 
Jim Hage, 30, of Lanham, who 
has already qualified for the 
Olympic Marathon Trials, won 
easily for the second year in 2:- 
28:17. Thirty three runners met 
the qualifying standards for the 
Boston Marathon. 

John Munns, 40, was 61st and 
the first Greenbelter in 3:26:29, 
lives on Research Road, practic¬ 
ally on the course. He won a 
pair of running tights donated 
by Sporting Life Sports Store in 
Beltway Plaza. Dick Good, 58. 
Westchester Apartments, an ul¬ 
tra marathoner who runs 100 
mile races, finished 90th in 3:55:- 
14. Many other Greenbelters 
helped organize this annual ev¬ 
ent. 

Participants had the oppor¬ 
tunity to meet a legend of the 
sport, Sy Mah, 61, an exercise 
physiology professor at the Uni¬ 
versity of Toledo, OH. who is 
the acknowledged record holder 
for most marathons ever run 
<492). Mah finished 4:11:58 for 
99th place. Ed Barreto, 51, Na¬ 
ples, FL. ran his 52nd marathon 
in less than a year in 4:45:32 for 
111th place. Maretto hopes to 
break-the record of 57 by Don 
Marathon (yes, that is his ad¬ 
opted surname) by| running 60 
marathons in one year. Sharon 
Mordorski, 36, Roseville, MN is 
trying to run marathons in all 50 
states and has about 6 states to 
go after our marathon. She did 
3:14:28 but is worried about 
Rhode Island which recently can¬ 
celled its only marathon.

is to prevent members from in¬ 
dulging in ‘‘name-calling and 
character assassination” and that 
this type of activity undermines 
the ability of the councilmem- 
bers to work together. 

When Isaacs attempted to re¬ 
spond to Weidenfeld’s remarks 
and when White asked for “clar¬ 
ification’* of exactly which part 
of Isaacs’ statement violated the 
council rules, Weidenfeld ruled 
that the matter, being a point of 
personal privilege and not an a- 
genda item, was not open to fur¬ 
ther discussion. He then contin¬ 
ued with the agenda. 

The matter came up again 
when the council got to an item, 
placed on the agenda by Isaacs, 
which called for formulation of 
a policy to deal with a request 
of a council member for deferral 
of an agenda item. When Isaacs 
attempted at that point to de¬ 
fend the statement he had read 
at the previous meeing, Weiden¬ 
feld ruled that his remarks 
were not germane. At that point, 
Isaacs requested that a workses- 
sion be scheduled to discuss a 
change in the counciPs procedur¬ 
al rules to deal with future cases 
when a councilmember must be 
absent and asks that an agenda 
item be postponed. The work- 
session was set for March 24 
after an executive session alrea¬ 
dy scheduled for that evening.
